,. A major matter of speculation 
among politicians following the 
election of Thomas C. Hennings 
‘Jr. to the United States Senate 
is whether the President Truman- 
~Hennings personal feud will be 
-settled now that Hennings is in 
the Senate. 

Throughout the primary cam- 
paign and to a less extent during 
the election campaign, the Pres- 
ident exhibited his dislike, 
amounting almost to hatred, of 
-Hennings. Hennings, being a can- 
didate and knowing that the Pres- 
ident had a large personal folléw- 
ing in the state, made a fair show 
of holding in check his antag- 
Onism to the President. 

Truman Needs Hennings. 

Now that the election is over 
and Hennings a victor, the situ- 
ation is considerably altered. 
With the Democrats having only 
.49 Senators, the exact number 
needed for control, the President 
needs Hennings more than Hen- 
nings needs him. 

In the existing situation, almost 
any President would make the’ 
overtures necessary to patch up 
the differences, but Truman is a 
““good hater,” and it is not at all 
certain that he will make any 
effort to reach a personal rela- 
tionship with the new Senator 
which will tie him closely to the 
Administration. 

On Hennings’s part there is 
nothing particularly to be gained 
by an alliance. According to cus- 
tom he will be entitled to a voice 
in federal patronage in Missouri, 
but there is little of that left to 
be dispensed, only an occasional 
job opening up. 

Even without reaching an ac- 
cord with Hennings, the President 
will almost be forced to consult

Meanwhile, at Maplewood last 
night, a resolution was adopted 
favoring a six-month extension of 
rent control. Mayor Arthur A. 
Poetting announced that he and 
all three members of the City 
Council voted for the extension. 
The councilmen are John Hogan, 
John Havey and David Hollis. 

Under present law, decontrol is 
automatic next Jan. 1 unless a 
community takes affirmative ac- 
tion to declare that a shortage of 
rental housing accomodations 
exists requiring the continuation 
of rent control. The action must 
be either by a resolution by the 
local governing council or by 
popular referendum. An exten- 
sion through next June 30 then 
is ordered by the Federal Housing 
Expediter in Washington. 

In addition to Maplewood, three 
other St.’ Louis county munic- 
ipalities and the city of St. Louis 
have acted to retain. controls 
until next June 30. The others 
in the county are Clayton, Web- 
ster Groves and Richmond 
Heights. 

The question of whether the 
action to retain controls could be 
undertaken in St. Louis county on 
a county-wide basis was consid- 
ered today by Luman F. Mat- 
thews, presiding judge of the 
County Court. He said he would 
ask for an opinion by County 
Counselor Erwin Vetter.

The -post of director of price 
stabilization, a full-time job, will 
be comparable to that of the OPA 
administrator in World War II, A 
serious consideration in Rand’s 
decision is the question of taking 
leave from his position at Mon- 
santo. The price director will be 
subordinate to the economic sta- 
bilization administrator. 

Valentine’s Washington office 
issued the following statement 
today: 

“Mr. Rand and I had a tele- 
phone conversation about the pos- 
sibility of his becoming director 
of price stabilization within this 
agency. No offer was made or 
accepted. Since Mr. Rand could 
not come to Washington this 
week, I plan to go to St. Louis 
tomorrow to discuss the matter 
with him further. 

“Whatever is the outcome of 
our conversation, no appointment 
or announcement could be made 
from this office, since the ap- 
pointment lies in the hands of 
the President.” 

If he accepts, it will be Rand’s 

first experience in a full-time 
government position. He has 
served in several temporary 
capacities and in 1946 was hon- 
ored for work on the atomic bomb 
project. 

Rand, 64 years old, has been 
president of Monsanto since 1945. 
Born in Watertown, Mass., he was 
graduated from Harvard "Univer- 
sity in 1909, and started his busi- 
ness career ‘in a Boston bank. 

He has held official positions 
with the National Association of 
Manufacturers, is a director of 
the John Hancock and Liberty 
Mutual insurance companies, of 
Boston, and of the First National 
Bank and the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce. He is president of 
the St. Louis Community Chest.

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‘Second Thoughts on the Senate 


Perhaps the most impressive single fact aris- 
ing from further contemplation of Tuesday’s 


: election results is the close division of the next 


Senate. There will be 49 Democrats and 47 
Republicans. 

This margin is even closer than that now pre- 
vailing in the British House of Commons. ‘Nor 
can the Truman Administration find very much 
consolation in a 35-vote Democratic advantage in 


‘the House of Representatives. Lacking the tight 


discipline of the British parties, these narrow 
majorities—quite aside from the Dixiecrats— 
mean that the White House will have to display 
the utmost caution to avoid trouble. 7 

Under these circumstances, the election of 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. in Missouri assumes 
special interest. Had Senator Donnell been re- 
elected, President Truman would have faced an 
evenly divided Senate. And Donnell certainly 
would have had a much better chance had he 
been running against the President’s own pre- 
primary favorite, State Senator Allison. 

The Administration, however, did not have 
similar good luck in other important contests. 
In addition to Senate Leader Scott Lucas, it 
also lost the Senate’s Democratic whip, Senator 
Francis Myers, in Pennsylvania. This not only 
deprives the Democrats: of one of their able, 
Northern Senate members, but the election of 
Goy. James H. Duff brings a new and influen- 
tial voice into Republican plans for 1952. Duff, 
it should be remembered, defeated the regular 
G.O.P. machine in the primaries. 

While it did not affect the make-up. of .the 
Senate, the re-election of Iowa’s Senator Bourke 

ckenloo over former Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Loveland was another direct Ad- 
ministration loss. Loveland left Washington to 
Make an jssue of the Brannan plan. A change 
in the economic climate, influenced greatly by 
the Korean outbreak, obscured this. But does 
Hickenlooper’s victory add up to an erdorse- 
ment of his support of Wisconsin’s Joe McCarthy 
and his own witch-hunting in the Atomic Energy 
Commission? 

Republican Senator Alexander Wiley’s re- 
election in Wisconsin also will be construed as 
a success for McCarthyism by those so minded. 
Nor will Democratic Representative John Car- 
roll’s failure to unseat Senator Eugene Millikin 
in Colorado be overlooked by the McCarthyites. 
They also will make much of the defeat in 
Utah of Senator Elbert Thomas by Republican 
Wallace F. Bennett, a former president of the 
‘National Association. of Manufacturers. There 
will be another loss if Connecticut Senator 
Benton’s present advantage Spepecets in the 
final returns. 

Some consolation came to the President with 
the election in Oklahoma of former Represen- 


tative Mike Monroney over the demagogic Re- 


publican candidate, the Rev. William H. Alex- 
ander. Monroney, known especially for his work 
for the reorganization of Congress, is an able 
man and an addition to Democratic. strength. 

But a review of the senatorial election results 
‘shows him to be the exception rather than the 
rule. Not only did the Democrats lose seats, 
but, relatively, they lost Senators of stature, 
men on whom. the Administration might have 
counted for strong support. The Democratic 
side of the chamber has been weakened not only 
in numbers but in quality. 


Are Parties Losing Prestige? 

Is the party counting for less and less in 
American politics? The outcomes of the gov- 
ernorship races in Tuesday’s elections might 
particularly suggest that they are. An impres- 
sive number of voters in an impressive number 
of states voted independently of party lines. 

(Republicans lost no Governorships | and took 
seven away from the Democrats Tuesday. Dem- 

ecrats had had a majority of the Governorships, 


_ 29 to 19. The Republicans now lead, 26 to 22.)

Still, this is not the full answer to the prob- 


lem. Coercion, pure and simple, misses ‘its 
purpose. in industrial relations. As the Post-. 


Dispatch has said before, when for the general 
good public utility workers are forced to give up 
their right to strike, there should be some 
system of reviewing their wages and working 
conditions so that these may be kept in line 
with generally prevailing standards. Second- 
class industrial citizenship and economic sacri- 
fices should not be imposed on those who 
serve the public in vital fields. 

Intelligent action along these lines ought to 
prevent virtually all strikes against the public 
interest. Meanwhile, it is to be hoped that 
the present telephone dispute will be cleared up 
before its effects become paralyzing. 
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A Gate Swings Open 

Illinois voters defeated an ancient enemy in 
the Tuesday elections. They put to rout the 
apathy on constitutional issues which has helped 
defeat every amendment to the state Constitu- 
tion proposed in the last 34 years. 

The amendment which Illinois adopted will 
open the “gateway” to a more reasonable amend- 
ing process in the future. It permits the Con- 
stitution to be changed by two thirds of those 
voting on the proposition. Heretofore a ma- 
jority of all votes cast at the election has been 

Requiring two voters to cancel out one on a 
constitutional. proposition is not a perfect ex- 
pression. of democracy, but at least this pro- 
cedure will be less restrictive than that which 
has kept the state’s basic law in a straitjacket 
for so long. Having failed to secure constitu- 
tional revision by convention, Illineis can now 
hope to bring its state government up to. date 
by gradual amendment. The many citizens who

There was one altogether happy result of the 
latest sweep of the electoral broom. It left 
New York’s Kepresentative Vito Marcantonio 
on the congressional refuse heap.

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Where Good Men Won 


St. Clair county voters did some healthy 
ballot scratching. At the time they re-elected 
Congressman Price and promoted State Rep- 
resentative James W. Gray of East St. Louis to 
the Illinois Senate, they re-elected C. C. Dreman 
of Belleville to the important office of County 
Judge.

There are many interpretations of the 
Chinese Communist rise to power and 
most of them go to extremes.

THERE IS OTHER evidence, 
however, of competition among 
employers for employes.

43 labor market areas in which 
unemployment was 12 per cent or 
more of the working force. In 
September it listed only eight.

The other 
two were of substantial size, but 
not in any generally -accepted 
sense of the term major industrial 
areas. 

Conversely, the number of 
“tight” labor market areas—where 
the problem of finding enough 
qualified employes was serious— 
rose from 20 in July to 52 in 
September. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, 
commenting on the decline in un- 
employment and rise in employ- 
ment, said the October data have 
all but ruled out the unemployed 
as an important source of addi- 
tional workers for defense indus- 
tries. He noted that the employ- 
ment figure of 61.7 million for 
October was the highest ever re-

THE LABOR FORCE is elastic 
to a degree, but not nearly to 
the extent now that it was in 
World War II when we began 
preparation with a pool of 10,000,-

rate of recent years will tend to 
restrict the number of women who 
can be drawn into the labor force. 

A problem exists, too, in get- 
ting workers to shift from non- 
essential civilian jobs to essential 
defense production jobs. Pen- 
sions, seniority rights, employer- 
paid health and hospital benefits, 
won by labor unions in recent 
years, complicate the problem, 

Under the present control law 
it is all to be handled on a vol- 
untary basis. Goodwin’s office 
hopes to meet the increasing need 
for skilled workers through such 
devices as training programs, up- 
grading of workers, and breaking 
down production into simpler op- 
erations that can be handled by 
less skilled workers than now per- 
form the job. 

William H. Harrison, admin- 
istrator of the National Produc- 
tion Authority in the Commerce 
Department, is optimistic.

the picture despite his disavowals 
of political ambitions. In the 


eyes of political observers, only a 
new world war would eliminate 
him. Signs are piling up he may 
be named supreme commander of 
an Allied Western European de- 
fense force, but this could be a 
temporary one-year job. LEisen- 
hower said yesterday at Fort 
Worth, Tex., that he “could easily 
be in Europe soon,” but he added 
that he had had “no positive 
word.” 

Senator Lodge, not up for re- 
election until 1952, is still in the 
picture for the national ticket. 
One of a small group of Repub- 
lican Senators who term them- 
selves liberals, he is in the same 
camp with men like Duff. 

Dirksen, a vote-swaying speaker 
while in the House, is considered 
more conservative. He was an 
avowed candidate for the Presi- 
dential nomination in 1944, but 
withdrew at-the convention and }’ 
supported Dewey. 

Stassen, former Governor of 
Minnesota, in the opinion of most 
political observers has never 
stopped running for the top place 
on the G.O.P. ticket, although in 
recent weeks he has said he prob- 
ably will be found in someone 
else’s corner in 1952. In the 1948 
convention he ran third to Dewey 
and Taft before withdrawing in 
favor of Dewey. Stassen is now 
president of the University of 
Pennsylvania.

Huge lakes, tower- 
ing. mountain ranges and whole 
cities nearly buried by sand 
turned up where none was desig- 
nated. 

All travel was done at night to 
elude Red patrols. Finally, after 

a terrific struggle across Great 
Taka Maklan desert—aptly nick- 
named “White Death”—the party 
arrived at the ice-topped, ranges 
bordering Tibet. This was at the 
close of November. From then un- 
til March the party holed up in 
a settlement nestled against the 
mountainside. 

Horses Starve to Death. 

In March began the tortuous 
méuntain climb into Tibet. For 
transportation Bessac’s party had 
15 camels and two horses. It 
took eight weeks to get across. 
Antelope or wild yak were the 
main food source. Dried yak dung 
was the only fuel. The horses 
starved to death but the camels 
ate meat and survived. Howling 
winds and snow were constant 
companions. | 

It was on May Uthat the party 
reached the first Tibet settlement 
—and the scene of the tragic 
shooting. It was merely a group 
of black yak hair tents. A girl 
stuck out her tongue at them— 
es —— friendly Tibetan 


sgt ne Mackiernan and_ the 
three White Russians followed the 
girl toward the tents. But they 
noticed the men unlimbering their 
guns. The five decided to return 
to their caravan first and set up 
a camp so as to convince the 
Tibetans they were friendly trav- 
elers. Bessac says this turned out 
to be a big mistake. 

He went to the Tibetan camp 
and distributed cloth as presents. 
There was a ridge between the 
Tibetan camp and the spot where 
Mackiernan and the others had 
pitched camp. 

Heard Sound of Guns. 

Hossac heard the sound of gun- 
fire. He scrambled up the ridge | 
to gee the climactic tragedy of 
the“trip unfold before him.. From 
the tent came Mackiernan and 
the three White Russians, their 
hands in the air. From behind 
an embankment came six Tibetan 
border guards, carrying Trifles at 
their hips. They walked toward 
each other slowly. 

When they were 30 yards apart 
a shot was fired, followed quickly 
by another. Two of the men in 
Bessac’s party fell forward. Mac- 
kiernan shouted “Don’t shoot!” A 
third man fell. He was Mackier- 
nan. Another ran for the tent, 
wounded in the leg. 

Bullets came in Bessac’s direc- 
tion. He fell and burrowed in 
the sand. After waiting for a 
while he got up, walked toward 
the. Tibetan guards. They shout- 
ed “Ke t’ou!

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‘The Women in the Life of 


He Was Fond of — But at a Safe Distance; His Friendships With Famed Actresses Recalled : 


Following is the fourth of a 
series on the i life of 
George Bernard Shaw. The au- 
thor, Lendon bureau for 
International News Service, knew 
the playwright wel! during the 
last 20 years of his life.

LONDON, Nov. 9. 
EORGE BERNARD SHAW 
was no great Casanova but 
neither was he a “sexless 

biped” or an “intellectual eunuch,” 
as his life-long friend, H. G. Wells, 
once wittily alleged. 

In strict truth, Shaw had at 
least two scorching romances 
during his early life in London, 
and always was fond of the com- 
pany of women—at a reasonably 
safe distance. 

Frank Harris, for some years 
Shaw's editor and & man. who 
claimed to have known him well 
at the time of his prime, once 
wisecracked that Shaw was “the 
first man to cut a path through 
the English theater and leave it 
strewn with virgins.” 

It was charged that Shaw was 
so incapable of feeling deep and 
abiding love that he was unable 
to write a really strong and sus- 
tained love scene in any of his 
plays. 

But Shaw never claimed to be 


a romantic writer, and his love’ 


scenes in his plays were writ- 


ten as a strictly necessary part 


of the story and not as the whole 


play. 

As in virtually everything else, 
Shaw was completely unpredict- 
able and essentially inconsistent 
in his attitude toward the oppo- 
site sex. 

He said some devastatingly 
cruel things about women in his 
life, yet he also wrote the world’s 
greatest vehicle for an actress in 
his play “St. Joan.” 

He once said that “only fools 
can love one another.” Yet he 
also was the author of those great 
letters to Ellen Terry, which 
breathed everything that is fine 
and gentle in a man’s attitude to- 
ward a woman. 

Factually, Shaw was not a wom- 
an-hater but he did feel that no 
ambitious man could afford to 
place women before his work; and 
in Shaw’s case work was his life. 

“No man who has any real 
work in the world,” he said, “has 
the time or the money for a pur- 
suit so long and expensive as the 
the pursuit of women.” 

He practised what he preached 
and, but for his few known ro- 
mances stretched over the ap- 
proximately 12 years before his 
marriage, his attitude toward 
women was strictly one of busi- 
ness-like friendship, particularly 
where that friendship could fur- 
ther his career. 

This latter was the, real basis 
of his famous friendships with 
the English actresses Ellen Terry 
and Stella Patrick Campbell. 

Shaw primarily felt that both 
could be of great help to him 
in his work as a playwright, a 
fact which is shown in his own 
reminiscences and his published 
letters. 

Shaw was 29, and a struggling 
young writer far from the top, 
when he had his first serious 
love affair. The woman was Mrs. 
Jenny Patterson, a handsome 
creature who took singing lessons 
from his mother, and who liter- 
ally overwhelmed Shaw. 

It lasted for two stormy and 
-—as far as Shaw was concerned 
—wuneasy years. 

He confessed many years later 
that he found Mrs... Patterson’s 
demands on him “unreasonable 
and tedious,” and stated that her 
jealousy drove him nearly to dis- 
traction. He was greatly relieved 
when the association ended and 
he could concentrate on his lit- 
erary and political work. 

Mrs. Patterson dropped out of 
his life but her memory lingered

and many years later Shaw con- 
fessed that he had, remembered 
her in his will. 

His next ‘romance was in his 
thirties, with the beautiful and 
friendly Florence Farr, a ‘young 
actress who appeared in some of 
his very early plays. 

It was a fierce affair as far 
as Shaw was concerned and he 
called Florence “my dearest 
love” and “my secret glimpse of 
heaven,” among other things. 

The romance was short-lived 
and it left Shaw satiated. It also 
made him feel that love, for him, 
could only be an ephemeral 
thing. In a revealing sentence 
about those friendships, Shaw 
said many years later: “Of course 
it was all infatuated nonsense.” 

Thereafter, as far as the rec- 
ords show, Shaw’s romances were 
quasi-business ones. 

Women did fall in love with 
him for he was becoming a well- 
known figure in the London 
theatrical world and also in the 
worlds of politics and literature. 


He philandered, but always on 
an impermanent and almost at 
arms-length basis. It caused him 
to say, many years later: “I be- 
came accustomed to women fall- 
ing in love with me. I did not 
pursue. I was pursued by 
women,” 

It was his philandering and 
his gallantry which caused Stella 
Patrick Campbelt to coin per- 
haps the most devastating wit- 
ticism ever made about Shaw. 

Someone suggested to her, dur- 
ing her rehearsal of a Shaw play, 
that he should be given a steak 
to put some red blood into him. 

Cracked Stella: “For heaven's 
sake don’t. He’s bad enough as 
it is, but if you give him meat 
no woman in London will be 
safe.” ’ 

Shaw’s friendship with Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell was a famous 
one and was well-known to the 
world, since both publicized it. 

He claimed he was head over 
heels in love with her. “I was 
51,” he said. “She made me feel 
26—for 36 hours.” He called her 
his “white marble lady.” 

Many years later, in looking 
back on that friendship, he wrote: 

“For some years before the 
(first world) war I was on inti- 


mate terms with Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell, Yet I was a faithful 
husband. Our relationship was 
strangely innocent.” 

And he shrewdly observed: “We 
court the dangers but.the real 
delight is in escaping after all.” 

It was a remark which made 
Frank Harris say, “Shaw’can be 
a wonderful lover provided it is 
perfectly understood nothing is 
to come of it.”

OR her part, Mrs. Campbell 

testified to their relationship 

by telling the world, in her 
memoirs, that Shaw never let any- 
thing interfere with his “inflexi- 
ble domesticity.” 

She recalled how Shaw always 
dropped everything to get home 
for dinner, so anxious was he 
not to interfere with Mrs. Shaw’s 
household schedule. 

Long afterwards, Stella Pat- 
rick Campbell wanted to publish 
Shaw’s letters to her, but he re- 
fused. He said he did not want 
Mrs. Shaw to “misunderstand.” 

He did relent and let her pub- 
lish a few of them. She called 
him “Joey,” because she thought 
him an “adorable clown.” 

Mrs. Campbell died in 1940, at 
the age of 75, in the south of 
France, where she had lived for 
some years. 

His equally famous earlier 
friendship with the noted actress 
Ellen Terry was also very well 
publicized. 

It was perhaps the world’s most 
famous friendship by correspond- 
ence, for they exchanged more 
than 250 letters before they met 
in 1906, some 15 years after Shaw 
wrote his first letter to her. 

Shaw poured out his inner- 
most thoughts to. Ellen. Terry in 
his letters, and she for her part 
wrote him many sweetly touch- 
ing replies. Yet when he met her 
he was very shy, almost diffi- 
dent. She later said she found 
him a “good, kind, gentle crea- 
ture, not at all what I expected 
from your letters and criticisms’”’ 

Looking hack on that period 
of his life, Shaw wrote: 

“IT have been familiar with cele- 
brated beauties, and with really 
beautiful women, without either 
of us losing a feather of our in- 
tegrity.

“You may count the women 
who have left.me nothing to de- 
sire on less than the fingers of 
one hand. To these I attach com- 
paratively no importance. It is 
the others which endure.” 

Shaw’s marriage to the Irish 
heiress, Charlotte Payne-Town- 
send, in June 1898, followed two 
years of warm friendship but 
very diffident courtship on 
Shaw’s part. 

He rapidly converted her to 
Fabianism and Socialism and she 
was acting as his secretary from 
the beginning of 1898. 

He was scared about marriage 
because he thought it would give 
him responsibilities he could not 
afford, and might affect his 
chosen career. 

Theirs was a curious but very 
happy marriage. 


The green-eyed, dumpy Mrs. 
Shaw was shy and retiring, a 
woman of considerable literary 
talent herself, and also a person 
who although she called Shaw 
“the genius,” was not one whit 
scared of him. 

She avoided the limelight, 
didn’t like being photographed, 
and seldom jinterferred in his 
work. This suited him admirably. 

But she did fuss over him, 
make him wear the proper cloth- 
ing for the time of year, see that 
he ate regular meals, and regu- 
late his work so that he stopped 
being a near-sick man and gained 
extremely robust health. 

Shaw grumbled about that, but 
eventually accepted it.

N the several times I met her, 
Mrs. Shaw seldom said more 
than half a dozen words, even 
when I once mistakenly entered 
her steamer cabin in the belief 
Shaw was there, and found her 
drawing her skirt over her head. 

She merely pointed, and said: 
“Mr. Shaw is in the next room.” 

Mrs. Shaw died in 1943, at the 
age of 86, after 45 years of mar- 
ried life. Shaw was then 87 and 
he accepted her death with his 
usual stoicism. “I do not grieve,” 
he told his friends, “but I never 
forget.” 

He nevertheless was a very 
lonely man and the American- 
born Lady Astor, whom Shaw 
greatly admired and who for 
many years was his friend, trav- 
eled every two weeks to his coun- 
try home to chat with him, and 
take him his favorite brand of 
candy to eat as they gossiped. 

Shaw’s old-fashioned, rather 
heavy brand of gallantry en- 
deared him to women, partic- 
ularly in his old age. 

Yet he could be almost cal- 
culatingly brutal toward women 
if the fit took him, particularly 
if he thought he was being the 
goat. 

There is a story in existence, 
supposedly connected with the 
dancer Isadora Duncan, which 
serves as an illustration. : 

Isadora is supposed to have 
told Shaw how much she ad- 
mired him, and how wonderful 
it would be if a child could be 
created who would possess her

beauty and his brains. 
“But Madam,” Shaw is said to 


have retorted, “supposing it had- 


my beauty and your brains?” 

But Shaw did not always get 
the best of his. encounters with 
women, He liked telling the story 
of how he once was tackled by 
Mrs. Jisbella Lyth, the Ayot-St.- 
Lawrence postmistress, who 
wanted to know why he ordered 
postage stamps from her by mail 
when he only lived virtually next 
door to the post office. 

“My dear woman,” Shaw re- 
plied, “you shouldn’t complain.
